ARRIVALS AT NEW YORK. 


PANAMA’'S COMMISSIONPRS. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED FRESGS—A. M.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—From the 
foremast head of the steamer City of 
Washington, which arrived today from 
Colon, flew the flag of the republic 
of Panama, and on board were the 
special commissioners sent by the new 
republic to the United States. The 
commissioners are Dr. Manuel KE. Am- 
ador and Federico Boyd, and with 
them are Carlos Arogsmena, secretary, 
and Arichibald Boyd, attaché. 

The City of Washington was in the 
center of the trouble at Colon, and 
received on board «a large number 
of women and children because of the 
general fear of a clash between the | 
ineurrectionists and the Colombian 
troops. There were 800 of these troops 
in Colon who demanded transportation 
by rail to Panama, but the railway 
authorities refused to take them. They 
marched down to the raiiroad ter- 
minal and were stopped by United 
States marines from the cruiser Nach- 
ville. The marineg had run flat cars, 
laden with cotton bales, in front of 
the depot and filled the windows wits 
bales of cotton, and other bales 
formed barricades, which were manned 
by marines. After some parley, the 
troops went down on the pier to the 
British Royal Mail steamer Atrato, to 
embark for Cartagena. 

The commanding officers of the 
troops had in the meantime gone to 
Panama, and they were without com- 
manders. Col. Black, with the ma- 
rines, taking advantage of the fact 
that the troops had all passed down 
the pier, changed the  cotton-bale 
barricades until they blocked the pier, 
and refused to allow the troops to come 
back to shore. 

A fund of 38000 was collected, and 
the troops were sent, passage prepaid, 
bv the Atrato to Cartagena.

UNUSUAL FEATURES.

The actual consuming trade is held to 
be quite as large, oif it does not exceed 
in volume that of a year ago, but job- 
bers and other large distributors have 
departed from their usual practice of 
providing in advance for their probable 
‘equirements. 

Two reasons are assigned in the trade 
for this action. The buyers in this, as 
in most other ines of trade, have been 
made somewhat nervous by the uncer- 
Ainty of the financial and industria) 
outlook, and hence have been more 
ready to be influenced to withhold or- 
ders by comparatively high prices 
with which the season was inaugurated 
by sellers on the Coast. They have 
herefore fallen naturally into the 
practice of drawing upon ample stocks 
in ürst hands.

The idea 
seems to prevail among the leaders of 
unionism that they can coerce the 
government of the United States into 
the enactment of any sort of legisia- 
tion that they desire, no matter how 
one-sided, narrow or ridiculous such 
Degisiation may be. They rely upon 
the weakness, subserviency and dem- 
agony of politicians to accomplish 
these selfish purposes; and too often, 
u must be confessed with humiliation, 
this reliance is not wholly in vain. 
One of the latest schemes of organ- 
zed industrial brigandage, as noted in 
am Washington dispatch, is to “force” 
Congress to enact a law absolutely 
prohibiting work on any govern- 
ment enterprise for more than eight 
hours in any one calendar day. A 
circular which the union press agent 
at Washington is sending out to all 
parts of the country, declares it to be 


_ “the determination of leaders of labor 


ons who have worked 80 
— onan for years to secure the 
passage of a general bill limiting 
work on public buildings and all ma- 
terial entering into government 
works, of every character, to eight 
hours ja any one calendar day, to 
force such a bill to speedy passage at 
the regular session of the present 
Congress, and everything points to 
their success. It is proposed to make 
this measure such ap issue between 
pontractors and labor unions that 
party leaders will be compelied to al- 
low it to pass before the Presidential 
electiqn in 1904." 

The effort to coerce Congress into 
passing this class legislation will be 
waiched with more or less interest by 
people in all parts of the country. 
It is to be presumed that the members 
of the Senate and of the House of 
Representatives have some ideas as 
to the kind of legislation that is 
meeded, and the kind that is not 
meeded, in connection with employ- 
ment in the government departments, 
without calling in, for consultation, 
the jJawsmiths of organized unionism. 

There has been altogether too much 
of this “forcing” of Congress into un- 
wise and mischievous class legisia- 
tion, by those who assume to control 
what they call the “labor vote.“ There 
has been too much yielding to this 
and other kinds of pressure on the 
part of demagogic members of both 
houses of Congress. The people— 
those who have convictions as well 
as votes, and who know how to use 
both to the best advyantage—are 
waiching these things closely, and 
they will make their influence felt :o 
some purpose at the proper time. Let 
Congress rise above he fear of po- 
litical boycotting and above consider- 
ations of false political expediency; 
in other words, let men who have 
been delegated to serve the whole 
country and all its people show them- 
selves to be superior alike to dema- 
goguery, fear, threats and cajolery.

HE TONGUE OF SCANDAL. 

A higo oficial of the Federal 
government, through whose efforts a 
number of public plunderers were ree 
cently placed behind prison dars, 
finds himself still able to give ex- 
pression to the following optimistic 
sentiments: “I do not agree with 
writers. whose views carry weight anid 
who seem to be contagiously uniting 
lu a chorus of despair, deploring the 
existence of ‘graft’ in the public serv- 
ice. I am convinced that honesty, 
and not dishonesty, is the rule in pub- 
lie life.” 

It's good to hear a strong, true 
note like this amid the eternal 
croaking of fault-finders. One of the 
bad ‘habits to which Americans are 
prone is their chronic suspicion of 
men occupying positions of trust in 
the public service.

portunity lasts. Such sentiments are 
so far from being just, as a common 
rule, that they unwortby of a 
people entitied to the possession of 
popular government. 

It is high time that a change in 
lace on this score. 
When one considers the vast amounts 
of money handled by our chosen serv- 
ants, year after year, and the very 
small percentage of it that is misap- 
propriated or unaccounted for, the 
result is such as to cause a glow of 
pride in the heart of any American 
who is jealous of his country’s good 
name. The record of the nation, in 
this respect, from the beginning to 
the present moment, is something to 
glory in instead of being made a mat- 
ter of querimoniousness and senseless 
outbursts of calumny.

DISLOYALTY IN 
RUSSIAN ARMY. 


Czar’s sers Scared by 
the Disaj fection.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 6—With 
war in the East a thing that may come 
off any time, with most of the other 
powers hostile on account of Manchu- 
ria, and with the danger of local risings 
growing more imminent as winter gets 
nearer, it is a mightily unfortunate 
time for disloyalty to manifest itself 
in the Russian army. Recent events, 
however, leave no doubt, not only that 
disaffection exisis among the Czar's 
forces but that it is increasing rather 
rapidly, and the remarkable communi- 
cation which the War Minister, X. 
Kuropatkin, has just addressed to the 
command@ders-in-chief of the different 
military districts throughout the em- 
pire regarding the circulation of sedi- 
tious literature among soldiers, is evi- 
dence that the authorities realize 
state of things that exists and 
badly frightened thereat. 

Instances have multiplied of late to 
prove that not only private soldiers, 
put Officers wearing the Czar's uniform 
have fomented revolution—chiefly by 
distributing Inflammatory tracts among 
their es. One or two of these 
instances the War Minister mentions in 
his circular to the commanders, al- 
though for the most part M. Kuropat- 
kin occupies himself with the attempts 
from outside to breed discontent in 
the army. The War Minister's letter, 
by the way, was specially marked, 
“Secret,” and the fact that its contents 
have become public egg is enough 
by self to prove t discipline is a 
| long way from being perfect in the 


army of the bear. 
PROPAGANDA AMONG SOLDIERS. 


According to M. Kuropatkin, the mil- 
itary authorities discovered that. pro- 
paganda was being carried on by the 
soldiers of the Sixty-fifth Infantry of 
Moscow, the Sixty-sixth Infantry 
Boutyrskl, and the Twenty-first 
Dragoons of Bialorousski, and that in- 
cendiary manuscripts had been written, 
and many of them even lithographed 
at the military headquarters them- 
selves. One of these was entitled, 
“The Pater Noster of a Soldier.“ and 
its purpose was to incite the rank and 
file against their commanders. 

And here are the exact words of the 
War Minister, concerning another case: 
“It was ascertained,” he says, “that 
a propaganda had deen organised 
among the soldiers of the Ekaterinosla v 
regiment of nadiera of the Impe- 
rial Guard. his propaganda came, 
not from the outside and from persons 
who were strangers to the army, but 
from the soldiers themselves, and 
the chief of the organization was 
as oldier of the sald regiment named 
Alchansky. He had concealed the fact 
that he was entitled to a shorter period 
‘of military service so ag to be able to 
continue for a longer time his work of 
propaganda among the soldiers. While 
he was with the regiment Alchansky 
energetically propagated revolutionary 
ideas in his persona! conversations with 
the other soldiers, and also by distrib- 
uting a t number of pamphieta, 
proclamations, etc. A considerable 
number of soldiers collaborated with 
him. Others, while not taking any ac- 
tive part in bis efforts, tolerated this 
propaganda. It must be observed that 
among the persons who are accused of 
instigating the recent agrarian dis- 
turbances in the southern governments 
there is a certain sub-lieutenant of the 
One Hundred and Thirty-third Regi- 
ment of Infantry named Passko. He 
was convicted and he confessed that he 
had distributed 
the government of 
pamphiets and proclamations of a 
criminal character. These examples 
do not probably exhaust the list of 
cses which might be quoted as having 
takn place of late, and which Mus- 
trate the fact by one means or an- 
other, pro has penetrated 
within the army.” 

They do not exhaust it, indeed! In 
fact, it Is known that two socialistic 
organizations exist among Russian of- 
ficers, though the authorities have not 
yet been able to gain sufficient infor- 
mation regarding them to justify ar- 
rests. One of these organizations is 
called “The Army League.” and its ob- 
ject ise nothing less than to abolish the 
autocratic form of government. while 
the other, “The Military Revolutionary 
Organisation,“ preaches open socialism. 
and is believed to be conducting an 
active campaign the troops. It 
is known, too, that loyalty exists 
in the navy, for it was found lately 
that several members of an Agitation 
Committee, which was attempting to 
influence the soldiers of the garrison 
of Krasnoyarsk had been appointed di- 

tly by the sailors at Sevastopol. 
ite recently, too, Hetman of the 
ue was warned by the Russian 
war Office to beware against the pro- 
tion of revolutionary doctrines in 
the army, and it has been observed 
here that if it is n to protect 
the Cossacks against the taint of Eu- 
ropear! revolutionary ideas, the infec- 
tion must be widespread, indeed. 
THE OFFICER WINKED.

Yesterday's investigation by 
of the Salt Lake Railroad Company 
of the scandals in the purchase of 
lands for that corporation developed 
the fact that Maj. J. W. F. Diss, in 
his capacity of right of way egent of 
the company was aware that H. T. 
Hays, former cashier of the Orange 
Growers’ National Bank of Riverside 
was cheating the company, and so far 
as is known, made no effort to pro- 
tect the company. 

Diss was with Hays on one occa- 
sion, when the latter, while acting as 
confidential agent of the company and 
supposed to secure property for it at 
the best terms possible, tried to in- 
duce an agent fora property owner to 
place a higher figure upon his hold- 
ings than that at which he had 
originally offered to sell. 

At another time Diss violated the 
confidence of his employers by secretly 
sending to Huys copies of correspond- 
ence between Diss and his superiors 
in the company in order that Hays 
might be guarded by such information 
and not make any mistakes by think- 
ing that the company was not in pos- 
session of it. 

The days of Diss in the service of 
the Sait Lake Railroad Company are 
numbered. Despite his repeated dec- 
larations that he will not resign, that 
he will demand au investigation, that 
he knows nothing about the deals 
which Hays carried through, he will 
within a few days leave the employ 
of the company. If he resigns, well 
ona good. If he. fails resign, he 
will, despite that failure, leave the 
company’s employ. 

Neither denials of guilty knowledge, 
pressure cxerted by political and so- 
cial friends nor the assumption of in- 
jured innocence will affect the result 
so far as Diss is concerned. 

Diss was in charge of the right of 
way department and was supposed to 
know what was going on. If it were 
possible for any person to use that 
department for the purpose of de- 
frauding the comany out of thousands 
of dollars without the knowledge of 
the man at the head, the railroad of- 
ficials declare that it is time that a 
new chief of the right of way depart- 
ment be found. Therefore Diss must 


PECK COMES HERE. 


e investigation has not been com- 
pleted by any means, and before they 
are through with it the officials of the 
railroad company propose to know just 
who was implicated. There will be an 
important consultation this morning by 
the railroad officials. For the purpose 
of attending this investigation Attor- 
ney W. M. Peck, who represents the 
company in Riverside, came to Los An- 
geles last night and registered at the 
Hollenbeck. It was Mr. Peck, who 
had charge of the investigation of the 
Riverside end of the scandal. He is 
admittedly one of the ablest attorneys 
in that county, and it was largely 
through his efforts that the facts about 
the stealings in the land department 
became known to his superiors. In 
prosecuting his investigations it be- 
came necessary for him to drag in per- 
sonal friends of long standing, but he 
fearlessiy did his duty and after the 
» people of Riverside recover from their 
surprise, they probably will thank him 
for the part he took in unmasking a 
bank cashier as a grafter. 

HAYSS BIG COMMISSIONS. 


One of the interesting features of 
the story of Hays s crooked work and 
one showing that he had told others 
that he was under the employ of Diss, 
is his dicker with four real estate 
agents in Riversi More than a year 
ago Hays was employed on the rec- 
ommendation of Diss to act as the Salt 
Lake Railroad Company's confidential 
agent in Riverside. He immediately 
called together four leading real estate 
dealers, W. W. Wilson, J. Vandergritt, 
B. B. Bush and F. A. Tetley, and told 
them that he had been by 
Maj. Diss to take charge of the pur- 
chase of real estate in Riverside county 
for the railroad company. He wanted 
them to do the work with the distinct 
understanding that all commissions 
were to be paid by the property own- 
ers. Then he told them that inasmuch 
as they owed their jobs to him he 
wanted a division of all commissions. 
It was Wilson who, having had a pre- 
vious understanding with Hays, sug- 
gested that Hays be given one-half 
and the others Just about a 
year ago there was the first division of 
these commissions, when each of the 
agents received $600, and Hays pock- 
eted $2400. He is alleged to have stated 
then that some of this money had to 
be cut up with others, but he did not 
say with whom. 

As a result of this combination, sales 
of property were made to the Salt Lake 
Railroad Company through the t 
of way department at prices 
from $100 to $1500 above what the 
agents had paid for it. 

A SIX HUNDRED RAISE. 


One of the real estate agents ap- 
proached a widow and asked her to 
set a price upon a certain piece of 
property, and she named $2500. When 
it came time for her to sign the option 
she was presented with two options 
one for $2500 and the other for $3100. 
She remarked that she was willing to 
sign the one for $3100, and was then 
told that that was only for the pur- 
pose of securing $2500 for her if the 
property was purchased. Before the ex-

DISS WAS IN IT. 

Mary J. Mann, whose home is in 
Erie, Pa., owned a block and two lots 
which were needed by the railroad 
company, but she had left Riverside 
and could not be located. Diss and his 
sub-agents spent much time in trying 
to find her, but she was traveling in 
California, and they were not success- 
ful. During this search the report was 
generally circulated that her property 
was worth between $8000 and $9000. B. 
B. Bush, who had previously been dis- 
missed from the service of Hays, and 
who had no connection with his 
crooked deals, finally located her in 
Erie, Pa., and wrote asking her what 
she woul, take for the property. She 
answered by wire that she would take 
$6000 net, but would not pay any com- 
missions. He at once secured an option 
on the property at the figure. Then 
Bush approached Hays with an offer 
to sell t property and was told to 
return on @ certain day. He did return, 
and found Diss and Hays together in 
the Orange Growers National Bank. 
He offered to sell them the property 
for $8000, but Diss said that that was 
too much. He dickered for a time to 
secure it for $7000, when Bush showed 


dia toi them that he desired to 
a reasonable profit on the tran@uction. 

Diss and Hays then withdrew from 
the room and held 4 privaterconsulta- 
tion. When they returned they offered 
Bush $500 for his bargain. That is to 
say, they offered him $6500 for the prop- 
erty, but insisted that the papers in 
the transfer show that the sale was 
for $7000. Bush was told that he would 
get $500 and the other 500 was for 
them. Bush closed the deal at that 
figure, and a deposit of $500 was en- 
tered fo his credit in the Orange Grow- 
ers’ National Bank. The same day $6000 
was transmitted to Mrs. Mann by that 
bank in the forzi of a draft for $6000. 
The property was deeded from Mrs. 
Mann to Bush and from Bush to Hays. 

Through the right-of-way depart- 
ment of which Maj. Diss is the head, 
the raflroad company paid for 
that property, a rake-off of $1500. 

HAYS WAS AN AGENT. 

Long before the denouement which 
resulted in the forced resignation of 
Hays from the bank, these facts were 
in the possession of the officials of the 
railroad company and they more than 
suspected that Hays and Diss had been 
working together. During the prog- 
ress of this investigation Hays went to 
New York on a vacation and during 
his absence the inquiry was prosecuted 
with more vigor than usual. About 
the time Hays was to have returned 
Diss was ordered to Salt Lake City, 
and while there met Vice-President 
Gibbon, who demanded to know of 
him Just what Hays's capacity in the 
right-of-way department was. In order 
that there might be no doubt, Gibbon 
wrote a formal request to Diss request- 
ing this information in writing. Diss's 
reply was to the effect that Hays was 
acting as an agent .or the company, 
and explained what his powers and au- 
ties were, also nis means of remunera- 
tion. The purpose of securing this let- 
ter was to have a definite written 
statement showing what Dies ‘under- 
stood Hays's powers to be and thus to 
guard against a posstole loophole 
through which Hays might seek to es- 


DISS PUT HAYS WISE. 

It had been hoped that this corre- 
spondence would not reach Hays, but 
within a day after it was written, Diss 
sent copies of it to Frank Waters, hig 
private secretary, with instructions to 
immediately go to Riverside, and, 
without making his presence known 
there, show the copies to Hays. 

Waters went to Riverside and tele- 
— to the bank and asked for 

ays. He was told by the latter to 
come at once to the bank, and did so. 
There he showed Hays ine copies of 
the correspondence which had passed 
between Diss and Gibbon. Hays made 
no comment, but returned the letters 
to Waters, who came back to Les An- 
geles immediately. 

In some manner the officials of the 
company learned of this transaction 
and Waters, when convinced that the 
truth was known, told the whole story, 
Now the railroad company wants to 
know why Hays was given such know!l.- 
edge, why the company’s correspond- 
ence was displayed to him and why 
Diss should have so interested himseif 
in the matter as to inform Hays as to 
what inquiries were being made.

One morning four years ago Kirchoff 
appeared at Off & Vaughn's store, then 
at Spring and Fourth streets, and 
asked for work—any kind of work, for 
just a few hours, if they couldn't em- 
ploy him for longer. He was put at 
bottle washing and odd jobs in the 
rear of the shop, at which he toiled for 
some days. He was a neat, honest- 
looking German. 

Then it happened that the office was 
suddenly left in a pinc. for a book- 
keeper. Kirchoff volunteered the sta ‘e- 
ment that he knew a little about such 
work. He was given a trial at the desk. 

It did not take him very long to prove 
that he was an expert book-keeper. 
The clerks in the store began to grow 
interested in the taciturn stranger who 
was willing to wash bottles or keep 
books, according to the exigencies of 
the occasion, and who could do either 
with an equal degree of ski. ] Grad- 
ually they learned fragments of his 
history. They found that before com- 
ing to California he held the position 
of book-keeper for a large New York 
firm at $250 a month. Back of that 
they traced him to a better job still, 
over in Germany, in a big banking es- 
tablishment of his father. 

Briefly, Kirchoff originated in a fain- 
fly of wealth. He was a younger son, 
and at an early age started out to 
make a way for himself alone in Amer- 
fica. He knew the older brother would 
get everything wortn having when his 
father died, and he wasn't going to 
play second Gddle to the former in 
Germany when s many golden oppor- 
tunities seemed to await young men in 
the land of the Stars and Stripes. 

He did weli in New York as an ex- 
= book-keeper. A few thousand dol- 

rs found their way to him across the 
ocean, when the father succumbed, and 
with these he made his way to. Califor- 
nia and bought a ranch in the nortuern 
part of the State. He mide money on 
the ranch, and things seemed to be 
“coming his way,” his joys being 
shared by a wife and child. 

Then a grief stepped into his life 
which he has steadfastly kept a mys- 
tery to those who have known him 
since the unwelcome sojourner impellea 
him from his comfortable hearthside 
and diverted the course of his exist- 
ence into the byways of lowly toil, liv- 
ing by odd jobs that others would not 
do. It was a domestic sorrow which 
sent him forth, and to be rid of its 
actual presence he deeded the ranch 
and all he had to the wife that she and 
his child might live well—and 
life anew. 

Phe heir of the elder Kirchoff fol- 
lowed well in the money-making foot- 
steps of the father, and died a rich 
banker a few days ago. A portion ot 
the estate, valued in excess of $100,000, 
was wilied to the brother who chanced 
to be earning his daily bread in he 
Los Angeles drug store, risen from bot- 
tle washer to book-keeper.

‘TALKS WITH 
TRAVELERS. 


G. W. Werlin of Werlin & Willits, cof- 
fee brokers of San Francisco, is in Los 
Angles on a tour of business and pieas- 
ure, and talked interestingly yesterday 
on the subject of your morning cup. 

“The coffee year in Central America 
begins November 1," said Mr. Werlin, 
“and the past year has been an unusual! 
one in many respects. The first is that 


prices reached the lowest figures known 
in all s of the world. Another un- 


usual feature is that in Central America 


there has been a vast amount of voi- 


cano-damaged coffee, iculariy in 
the Ocos and Champe districts of 
Guatemala. This damage which arose 
from the eruption of the Santa Maria 


volcano took place in the latter part of 
October of 1902, and at a time when 


coffee was being prepared for the mar- 


ket, or on the trees. The ash 

the crop to a great extent and ruined 
many plantations. It was expected 
that the damage would be so great 
that replanting would be necessary, 
but this necessity existed only in iso- 
lated cases. To the surprise of all 
interested in the article the trees 
sprouted this year, showing no perma- 
nent damage. and having more life ana 
growth, moreover, than coujd have been 
expected with existing influences. The 
improvement in growth was caused by 
the ash of the ee, — oes been 
shown to be a good fertilizer. — 
the loss to coffee planters in the coffee 
district of Guatemala was great, the 
more intelligent and thorough planters 
benefitted to such a great extent that at 
the time of the eruption this year the 


usual crop was harvested and for some 


years to come the planters expect to 
have much larger crops than ever be- 
f 


ore. 

“In other parts of Guatemala the 
crops are large so that with the short- 
age from the volcano district the t 
output will be above the average. 
vador has a large crop which ‘s t 
weeks early, and Costa Rica will 
ably be short, but not enough to fut 
any special figure. From Nic 
we can expect more coffee than usual, 
for the reason that last year’s crop did 
net reach market, entirely on account 
of bad roads. e hold-over coffees, 
together with thig year's supply, a- 
counts for the excessive amount from 
that Republic. 

“The recent advance in the prices of 
coffee is general in the whole world, 
and has been a biessing in disguise to 
San Francisco markets, because it en- 
ables importers to dispose of the ash- 
damaged crop from Guatemala and at 
fair prices. The Middie-western States 
have taken nearly all the hold-over 
coffees, and thereby relieved the Pa- 
cific Coast market. Very little of the 
Ar crop went into consump- 
tion on the Pacific Coast, a condition 
mainly caused through large roasters 
feeling that on account of the general 
prosperity, the public were willing to 
pay a fair price, and didn't want the 
damaged article, even though it might 
be at lower prices. 

“I find that the quality of coffees con- 
sumed in Los Angeles is above the 
average of that used west of the Mis- 
sissippi. Ordinarily one expects to 
find pooor coffee in restaurants and ho- 
tels, but I have found a quite opposite 
state of affairs here. Coffee roasters 
here exercise great care in selecting 
coffees as they do, indeed, throughout 
the Pacific Coast.” 

This ie Mr. Werlin’s first visit to Los 
Angeles since 1887, and he naturally is 
surprised at the great growth of the 
city, the magnificent buildings and es- 
pecially the street-car facilities. He

“Your impertinent letter regarding 
the Los Angeles Times is at banc.” 
writes another. We are always glad 
to ad our edvertising in papers that 
have the opposition of the labor 
agitators, for we know they reach the 
right ki of people and bring good 
returns.” 

“When anarchists, agitators and 
hoodlums oppose a newspaper.“ writes 

„ “we are satisfied that that ! 
the paper which decent people read. 
and we want to continue our adver- 
tising there.” 

These letters are coming to the sec- 
retary of the Labor Council by every 
mail, but they are never read in open 
council along with the few from those 
cowards who are influenced by the 
fear of attack. 

CORNELIUS THREATENS. 

President Cornelius of the Street- 
car Men's Union. is not satisfied with 
the award of the arbitrators in the 
controversy between the union and 
the United Railroads. Before the ar- 
bitration, Cornelius and the members 
of the gang which he leads professed 

selves as being satisfied with the 

that their claims were to receive 
@ fair hearing. They professed them- 
selves ag wanting oaly an impartial 
adjudication of their troubles, and 
eald that the commission which was 
to pass on the controversy was the 
best that could be found in the coun- 
try, and that when the 


award was 

made it would be perfectly just and 
eatisfactory. The arbitrators made 
the award, and gave to the men an 
increase of wages, but that Was not 
satisfactory to the bunch of agitators 
now there is a threat that in a 


time there will be more trouble 


turned over to them. 

Cornelius has publ! announced 
that hereafter there will be no more 
arbitration for the street-car men. In 
future the troubles will be fought out 
to a finish, and there is a covert hint 
that there will not be enough police- 
men to protect the cars if they try 
to run. With Mayor Schmitz elected 
on the single plank that the police of 
the city shall net be used to protect 
property during strikes the laborites 
think they will have everything their 
own way during any troubles that 
may arise during the next two years. 
Schmitz was rabid in his utterances 


crowd in pandering to their votes. He 
openly stated on the platform that 
should the street~oar men strike again 
the police would not be permitted to 
protect the cars from the malice of 
the crowds. 

That hie words were believed by the 
rank and file of the labor crowd is 
shown by the utterance of a gripman 
on the Market street line, the morn- 
ing after the election. This man was 
jubilant ove: the result of the election 
and said to another man on the car: 

“Well, Schmitz didn’t do a thing to 
‘em, did he? And we won't do a thing 
to the capitalists now. We will have | 
them all on the run before the year is | 
out.” 

That the prediction is coming true | 
may be seen in the Recorder's office | 
every day. The capitalists are on the 
run, and they are withdrawing their | 
money from those businesses which 
give employment to labor, and plac- 
ing it in outside real estate, where it 
can lie idle and grow wth the passing 
time without fear of molestation by 
enarchists and labor agitators. 
Schmitz, in his campaign speeches, 
congratulated his administration with 
the fact that real estate had never be- 
fore been so high in San Francleco as 
during his term of ‘office. He did not 
tel his deluded hearers that the rea- 
gon for this lay in the fact that men 
of money were afraid to invest it in 
anything else while labor agitation 
was 60 rampant ‘here. Capitalists 
knew that the laborites could not hurt 
land, and that, eventually, when the 
fever had cooled, there would come a 
time of business prosperity again and 
real estate would be worth more than 
was pald for it. 

It ls to be “soticed in thls connec- 
tion that the real estate that is pur- 
chased is left idie, with no new bulld- | 
ing going om. It is given out by the | 
purchasers that the reason for this is 
the high price or bulldirg material, but 


— — — 


the fact is that it is the arrogance of 
labor. 


The conditions here are almost in- 
comprehensible to an outsider. Take 
as just one instance—the St. Francis 
Hotel. Plasterers are at work on this 
big twelve-story building. The con- 
tractors are anxious to have it com- 
but labor leaders 
ut elght plasterers to work on the 
building at one time. Thinks of it! 
ing that has 500 rooms, and neither 
money nor pleading can get more from 
the walking delegates who control the 
labor market, 

DRIVING BUSINESS AWAY. 

Not satisfied with driving small re- 
tail stores out of business in order to 
give monopoly to others, the labor 
leaders are driving manufacturing es- 
tablishments away from the city. The 
two most recent instances of this are 
the Golden Gate Cloak Factory and 
the Lelbold Harness Company. The 
former company employed sixty hands 
and their demands were such that the 
factory has been closed permanently, 
the oprietor, M. Simonoff, announc- 
ing that he will get his goods from New 
York and will never open his factory 
here again. 

The case of the Leibold Harness 
Company is peculiar. Leibold em- 
p.vyed * men working on jeather 
goods. He employed none but union 
men, and complied with all the 
rules and paid union wages. Accord- 
ing to the rules of the union he was 
entit! to a certaim number of ap- 
prentices, but he had none. Some 
three months ago a young man applied 
to Leibold for work, stating that he 
knew a little about the business but 
wanted to learn and was willing to go 
in as an apprentice. Leibold gave him 
a position as apprentice, but as he 
couki do work he was given $10 
a week, which is about double the 
wage of an Apprentice. The young 
man worked for three months, and 
then members of the Leather Workers’ 
Union got after him and convinced 
him that he was not getting good 
treatment. He was initiated into the 
uuion as a journeyman, and then a 
walking delegate waited on Leibold 
and told him that he had to pay the 
young fellow full wages, not only in 
the future, but from the time he be- 
gan work. This Leibold refused to do, 
and last Saturday night the men of 
Leibold’s shop were called out. Lei- 
bold says he will close it forever and 
will buy his goods from New York. 
His twenty employes «cre perfectly 
satisfied with the conditions in the 
shop, but they were given no voice in 
the matter by the union, which ordered 
them to stop work. These twenty 
men @re now out of work, and as 
they have no cards in any other union 
they cannot even work as laborers, 
but will have to depend on charity 
until hop-picking time comes around. 

Columns might be written of imilar 
instances which are never published 
in this city. The public does not see 
the results, for the employers simply 
continue in their business by buying 
their goods in the Eastern market, 


while their old hands are wanderin 
about, barely kept alive by the — 5 
ly donations of the other unions.

HE’S GLAD TO COME. 


Interview With Sir Mortimer Durand. 
Who Will be British Ar bassader to 
the United States, 

(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE- TIMES.) 

MADRID, Nov. 8.—Sir Mortimer Du- 
rand, who is to be British Ambassador 
at Washington, is a man of the ‘world 
who has won the warm approval of 
the high society of Madrid. In the 
course of the three years of his so- 
jceurn here, he has given several bril- 
lant fétes in the Embassy Palace, aided 
by Lady Durand and her pretty sev- 
enteen-year-old daughter, who recent- 
ly made her appearance in society. Sir 
Mortimer presented also at one of these 
fétes his son, a cavalry officer, who 
had come to recover in Madrid from 
the injuries he received in the Boer 
war. 

Sir Mortimer. who is 53 years old. 
leads a youthfully active life. Gen- 
erally he turns out betimes; takes a 
long ride on horsebeck and after 
breakfast devotes himself to his 
work for the rest of the day. 

“I think,” he aaid to the writer to- 
day, “that my new work in Washing- 
ton will be most agreeable. Between 
America and England there is no ques- 
tion pending. Moreover, I am sure 
that Dugland will always endeavor (0 
maintain excellent relations with 
United States, and to avoid all d 


United States, concerning Alaska, ‘has 
been settled. In these conditions, my

“I have never been in America; but 
that nation is very sympathetic to me, 
and I am delighted to go to Washing- 
ton.” 


There has been a great revulsion of 
feeling in Spain toward England since 
Sir Mortimer’s stay here, and it is 
not too much to say that his quiet tact 
and dignity have been largely responsi- 
bie for tt. The British sympathy for 
the United States in the Spanish- 
American conflict gave the Ambassador 
a hard row to hoe when he came here, 
and it speaks volumes for his ability 
that there is now a popular cry for a 
closer alliance with England. I think 
it would be permissible to say, also, 
that Sir Mortimer has been of mate- 
rial assistance in smoothing the path 
of the American Minister, Arthur 
Sherburne Hardy, the British diplo- 
mat's old colleague in Persia.
